THE CHINA MALL. 


THE PLAGUE-IN HONGKONG, 
RYCOGNITION OF - SURVIOES. 

The following documents havo 

forwarded. te ua for publication :— 
__' The Parmanent Committes, 
Sanitary Board, Mth Sept., 1894. 

S1z,—The work of the Permanent Oom- 
mittea of the Sanitary Board is nearly at 
an etd; and thoir report om the Plague, and 
pa the work done under their orders and 
on their responsibility in conneotion thers- 
with since the 10ch May last, is in tho 
course of preparation and will soon be sub- 
mitted for tho consideration of the Sanitary 

-Board and of the Goyornment ; but the 
Committes think itright, without waiting 
for tho completion of that report, to call 
the attention of Hie Excollency the Gover- 
nor to the very valuablo acrvicas rendered 
to the Committee and to the publi, during 
the provalonce of the epidemic, by the ofti- 
cara and men of the Army and Navy, by 
the Volunteera who came forward in res- 
ponse to an appeal for sesistanco put for- 
ward by this Uommittes, by tho Officers of 
the Board and othor members of the Civil 
Service ospecistly detailed ‘fot tho work, 
and by the Inspactora, Sergeanta and Con- 
stables of the Police Fores, who volan- 
toored thoir services in aid of the Sanitary 
Tnepectors_of the Board. . 

9. The Commities are addressing aopa- 
vate reports to the Government in acknow- 
ledgment of the services rendered by the 
‘Army and Navy, and by the Volunteers, 
and propose to deal in thin report with the 
getvices of tha officers of the Sanitary Board, 
of the members of tha Civil Service and of 
the Polico only. 

3. At thedateof tho outbreak of the 
plague the Sanitary Buard had at its dia- 

osal, for the entire sanitary work of the 
Solony, ita Acting Suporintecdont, Mr 
Ram ; Mr Crook, Sanitary Surveyor, who 
‘was alsa in charge of the public drains as 
an officer of the Public Works Department 
and was the Water Authority; ond five 
Inspectors of Nuisances,ineluding tho Ohief 
Inspector, Mr Germain: each Inupector, 
other than Mr Germain, hadan Interpreter 
and two foremon attached to him far the 
‘special work of his district. One of tho 
Inspectors was at Kowloon with bie Aguis- 
tants, so that there were only availuble on 
this side of the water, Mr Germain and 
three Inspectors, with thros “interpratora 
and six foremon. 

Mr Crook was at once datailed to take 
responsible charge of the work of disinfect- 
ing and cleaning all houses in which plague 
cases bad cccutred of should occur. He 
was lefts frao hand toget what men and 
tools he required, to select, under proper 
advice, his own disinfectants, to arrange 
his own methods of work, and, so long as 
the work was well and effectively dons, to 
exercise a very wide diacrution as to the 
moans, The Pormansnt Committee have 
only to say thatthe work was thoroughly 
well donesand to their perfect satisfaction, 
and without any hiich or any comploints 
from tho beginning to tho ond. 

Mr Crook had tho voloable sasiatance of 
Lieutenant Boys, R.B., (with reforonce 
to whom a spacial report is being Bent in) 
and of . twenty-four non-commissionod 
officers and mon of the Sappers, and 
of othors with such Ouinese help as 
he necded, and (afler tho closing of 
tho Tsi-Ping-Shon area) of Mesara 
Crow and Brown from the Civil Hos. 
pital; but the burden of the work full 
on his shouldera and he was responsible to 
this Committes and to the Board for the 
whole of the cleaning and disinfecting. 

Duriug the entire period, from the ith 
May to dato, Mr Qrook has boon at work, 
labouring daily from 7 am, to7 pm. and 
often later without any reat or relaxation, 
aad, in addition to plaguo work, he has 
got through the rexular work of his ap- 
pointmont us Sanitary Surveyor. 

Tho Permanent Committee feel that they 
noed not do more than refer to the dan- 
gerous and disagrezable natura of the work 
done by Mr Oruok and his assistants dur- 
ing tha hottest mon tha of the year, nor need 
they consider the question whether it was 
‘or was not within the acopo of Mr Crovk’s 
duties aa Sanitary Surveyor to undertake 
this work. Howover that may be, it was 
work far in excess of the ordinary duties of 
his appointment, involving considerable 
risk to life and health, and the Com- 
mittes strongly recommend him for o 
Bonus of $1,000, and, in addition, con- 
ader him entitled to tho hearty thanks 
of the Goverament and of the community 
and to have his services recorded and re- 
ported to the Secretary of State for the 
Oolonies. 

Mr Crook bas received no extra pay of 
any sind during tho plague. 

6. Senior [napeetor Germain was, at the 
outbreak of the plague, putin charge of the 
houso-to-house Visitation, a duty involving 
very considerable risk and danyer as wall 
ansovere bodily labour in maunting stnits 
and risiting room after ronm in sums hun- 
drads of Chinese houses d.ily. Mr Germain 
displayed very great tact and judgment in 
dealing with the Chinese and in regulating 
and controlling the Non-Commiasioned 
Offcers and men from tha Army und the 
membern of the Police Force workirg under 
him. Hia work was wall done to the entire 
aatistaction of thia Committes and of Mr 
May, tho member vf the Committes who 
exerciged a general superintondancs over 
the work of all the Officers of the Board, 
and thera hare been no complaints. Mr 
Germain iss mon in delicate health who has 
been sixteen yeara io thin climate, yot with 
the oxceptipa of three daga during which he 
wos absolutely unable to work and was of 
daty, he haa laboured zoaloualy and pnet- 
getically overy day during the last four 
montha, Susdays as well aa weok days, for 
from six to eight hours daily, . 

The Permanent Committee hope that 
their report on b.s work may be recorded 
hore aud attho Colonial Office in his favour,. 
and that he may be awarded tho thanks of 
the Government and a sum. of $250 over 
and above the oxtra balf-pay of which he 
has been in receipt during the plague. 

The bther Inspectors, espgcially in the 
earlier atego of the epidemic, worked well 
and enogatically under Me Ram in the 
famigation with sulphur of all infected 
houres, nearly 2,000 houses being thus 
Qoalt with by fuspoctors Cleribew, Grimble 
and Moffatt, and in suporintending the 
removal of rubbish, but after the 2ist June 
their duties rere almost entirely limited to 
-the ordinary work of the department. 
They did well. .

plague jn their earliest stages and of checking 
the-apread of the disonao—isaued advertise- 


and who hive performed that work in a 
manner deserving of every commendation, 
A list of their names, with the dates during 
which they were actually employed and a 
atatoment of theapcoial duties that devolved 
on them, is annexed. As stated in tho 
third paragraph of thia report, the Sanitary 
Board staff was wholly inadequate for the 
work before it, and but for the assiatance 
rendered by tho Polico, assistance they 
wore under no obligation whatever to 
tonder and which did not.come in any way 
within the ‘scope of their duties as con- 
stables, it is dificult to see from what quar- 
tor the Board could have obtained mon of 
sufficiont knowledga and experience to 
carry out the house-to-house visitation, the 
removal of tho sick and dying, the coffin- 
ing of the dead, and the other detail work 
that had to be attended to, and that had to 
be in the hands of men who wore available 
for duty at any time of the day or night 
and under discipline. 

Inspector Quincoy was employed on 
actusl plagua work for a fow days only, his 
stata of health not permitting, bub lic 
renderod valuable scrvice as Interpreter; to 
obtaining information on all matters con- 
nected with the movements of tho Chineso 
and otherwise, Oonstablos Gidley and 
McKillop wera in attendance on the sick as 
wardmsatora on, the Hygeia and Kennedy 
Town Hospitals, aad have, no doubt, been 
favorably reported on by the Colonial 
Surgeon. Sorgeant Phelps and Constable 
Collett were in the performance of very 
dengorous and very disguating work: at. the 
Tong Wah, Glasshouse and Cattle Depot 


Floapitala,.-and, but, for.:their -airvices * it 


would not’ havo ‘been ‘possibl daring the 
earlier stages of the epidemic to have got 
the dead coffined, to have had the coffins 
filled with quicktime and the bodies ro- 
moved in time, Osnatables Thomson, 
Ritchie, Garrigan and McDonald rendered 
similar service at the Tung Wah. 

Sergeant Holl vas, during the con. 
tinuance of the Plague, in charge of the 
houso-te-houss visitation in the Eastern 
District, and, in addition, by lis patience, 
good temper and tact got the majority of 
tho people te clean thair housea, remove 
illegally-constructed cocklofta, fill up 
dangerone wells, d&c., without recoursn to 
legal proceedings. 

Sergeant Moffatt, assisted by Constable 
McIver, did similar work in the Western 
district nnd no lesa efficiently, the latter 
rendering alao the very greatest ansiatance 
in removing the inhabitants of Taipiogshan 
to the western portion of the town and in 
visiting daily the new colonies ao formed. 


Sergoont McIver, Acting-Sorgoant Smith 
and Constables McAuley, Burgess, . Mc- 


cellent servico in the houss-to-houge visita- 
tion work in the Ovntral District, and, 
when that waa disenrtinued, applied them. 
selves with equal indnatry to tha work of 
measuring wezzanive flours throughout the 
City, Surgeant Melver ie still employed 
on the latter work, and deserves spocial 
mention fur the sterling work he has done 
throughout the whole period. 


The work of Honsa-to-Houss Visitation 
at Yaumati waa very efficiently performed 
hy Cuustables Rae and Pepper, Constuble 
Waters falling aick aftar a week's work, 


Constables Kerr, Campbell and Oraik, of 
the Water Police, and tho large number of 
Chinese Police who formed the crews of 
the boals and Jaunchea employed, rondered 
excellant service and worked extremely 
hord (being on duty twelve houra ont of 
the twenty-four) in directing juoks arciv- 
iug in harbour to the anchoraze for inapac- 
tion, in getting thu nddressea and particu- 
fara of the cages of patients going to Lai 
Chi Kok. 


In addition to the Kuropsan Sorseauts 
and Constables on the annoxed list, two 
Indian Sergeants, Salig Bam and Utter 
Sing were ongaged in house-to-house visita- 
tion with cloven Indian and thirty-four 
Chinese Constables ane four of the Chinese 
Dawotives, oll of whom took part to 4 
greater or lesser extent on all the work of 
the plague, on the Huspitais and Dead 
Houses, on the removal of the sick and dead, 
and on the work of removing and deatroy- 
ing rubbish, The work of the Chinese 
membera of the Force ia deserving of 
special commendation ; soven of them fell 
victima to the Planve, three of whom were 
actually engaged in plague work, Their 
names appear on a second list annexed 
hereto. 


Tha Committea beg to point out that the 
‘Voluateers from the Police formed by far 
the greater portion of the ataff on which 
the Sanitary Board had to depend for the 
performance of the plague work, and to re- 
commend that ia addition to the half-pay 
which thay have received while sotually 
employed. under. the Oommittes, there 
should bo some spacial acknowledgment of 
their services in connection with the plague, 
and that Sergeants Phelps, Halland Molver 
should have granted them good conduct 
medals in recognition of their special ser- 
vices, Scrgeant Moffatt is not recomtond. 
ed for asimilar distinction ouly because the 
Committee understand that he ia recently 
jn seceipt of a medal for good conduct, and 
that in fhe award his special services in 
conuaction vith the plague wore taken into 
consideration, . *, 

Tk must not be forgotten that much extra 
work was thrown, unavoidably, on all. the 
members of the Police Fores ia consequence 
of the existance of tha plague, and that 
many of the polica. officers, notably the 
Shief Luspector, the Zospectors in the Cen- 
tral District, Inspector: Mookie in the 
Western District, . Inrpoctor Hanson st 
Yanmati and Inspector Mann at Shayki- 
wan, bave indireotly rendered very yalnable 
sorvica and considerably aided. the work of

The Hoo N. G. Mitchell-Inues rendered 
vory valuable services ia the relief of the 
distress engendered song the peorar alasses 
by tho sickness ond deaths conecquest on 
the Plague, ond on the measures taken to 
represa it by tha removal of people from 
infected dwellings and the destrootion of 
infected clothing and bedding. Ho visited 
the poor in their houses, looked into their 
comptaints and distributed among them, in 
small sums, the moneya placed at the diepesal 
of tho Committes for that purpose by the 
Chinese community. . 

Captain W, H. Murray, A.D.C. to His 
Excellency the Major-General, rendered 
valuable assistance to the Captain Super- 
intendent of Police in removing the in- 
fubitants from Taipingshon and the other 
houses olosed throughout the city ; in super- 
intending the shifting of their furniture and 
effeata ; {0 guiding them to the new quarters 
selected for them and in helping them to 
eettle down. 

Captain W, R. Stewart and Lieutenanta 
Molesworth and Kelsall, RB. E., gave their 
services in pid of Messrs Crow and Browne 
of thp Civil Service in the work of disinfea. 
tion. 

Lieutenant Boye, R. E., and Mr H. Samy 
devoted themsdves specially to house olean- 
ing. ‘The services of Lieutenant Boys havo 
been of such a character and 60 valuable 
that the Committee ara making a separate 
report on them, 

he other gentlemeo named in the list 
devoted themselves, under Inspector Ger- 
main, to the house-to-house visitation, giving 
to it all the time they could spare from their 
ordinary and regular avocattons, and they 
deserve the sreatest credit for the spirit of 
g2lf-sagrifice in which they worked in aid of 
the Sanitary Inspectors and Police, Mr Choe- 
ney Danean, Mr, , Lammert, Mr W, Blay.. 
nay, Mr H.C. Nicolle, Mr H. E. Pollock and 
Mr C. Bowring deserving speoial mention 
and special thanks for the aplendid work 
they did and for their perseverance in it. 
This work of house-to-house visitation tae, 
perhaps, the most arduous and tho most dis. 
agreeable work of any in connection with 
the plague, involving, in addition to the 
mere physical labour of climbing up innumer- 
able flighta of almost perpendicular Ohin- 
eso stairs and going into every room and 
cockluft in a tongs of Chinese housee, 
in the hottest part of tha yer, contact

combination of Chinese smell and the 
serious danger of infection, for these gentle. 
mon had themselves te hardle the sick und 
dying ; their Chinese assistants would not 
have done su unless kept to their work by 
the example of the leaders, During the 
months of May, Jane, July,and August the 
houses in the Western district were visiled 
every second day; in the Central district 
one third of tho hvuses wero visited daily, 
and the rest every second day ;in the Faat- 
ern district ench house was visited every 
third day. 

Hardly lese severe and fully aa vale. 
able and praiseworthy were the Inhours 
of the disinfecting and cleansing par- 
ties, Every house ia which a case of plague 
had oceurred was at ouce thoroushly 
disinfeoted and clesned, Houses in which 
there had been three ur mere cases, or from 
whieh on general sanitary grounds the 
people kud been removed, were dealt 
with twice or even oftener. All the huuses 
in the enclosed area were dealt with twice 
in the most thorough fashion, Since the 
plague began to abate, avary Chinese house 
in the city aad at Youmati bas been fami- 
gated in every room, ‘The work was very 
trying because of the pungent neture of the 
chemicals used, of the heat of the weather 
and of the number of separate tenements to 
be dealt with, but the work woe carried out 
with the greatest onergy and perseverence 
and fully completed. 

The Permanent Committez desire to call 
special attention to the fact that quite apart 
from the valus, which wus very great, ofthe 
work actually done by the Volunteers, their 
conduct in volunteering, their zeal, energ: 
and devotion to work was absolutely invalid. 
able bevause of the effect produced on the 
minds of the Chinese, Ltallayed panic. it 
dispelled the absurd ideas and feare with 
which the) winds of the poorer classes wero 
filled, It checked labour combinations. It 
checkmated the seditiously disposed who 
were seeking to take advantage of the crisis 
for their own purposes, by ahowing then 
that the Government were not so wholly 
dependent on them and their fellow-eonntry~ 
men os they had imagined, and thst not 
merely the soldiers, but tho civilian mem- 
bers of the European community were pre- 
pared to uazist in the work, if need be, 

The Permanent Cowmittee respectfully 
recommend that the names of the Volunteers 
be published in the Hongkong Government 
Gazette, thet they receive the hearty thanks 
of the Goverument for their very valantle 
services, and that a report may be forwarded 
to the Right Honourable tha Sccretary of 
Btate for the Colonies calling bis attention 
to thoir conduot.

Sin,—The Permansnt Committee of the 
Sanitary Boord ara woll awato that the 
fearty thanks of the Government, Imperial 
and Oolowial. have in various forms been 


Forces in China ond to the officera and 
men of the Garrison for tho invaluable ser- 
viees rondered to’ the Colony during the 
prevalence of the plaguc ; nevertheless the 
Committee, on bebalf of the Sanitary 
Board and of the public, desire to placo on 
record their thanke and their acknow- 
lodgewont of the services ao gailantly ren- 
dered at, their request, and in sid of their 
work, during the critical period from the 
23rd May till the 23rd July last. 

Only those actually engayed in tho work 
can form any oplaion of the position of 
things in the middle of May. The nomber 
of cases reported daily wes rapidly incrous- 
ing, tho disease was spreading to the West- 
jern and Central Districts of the town with 
great rapidity, the work of fomigat- 
ing, cleaning ond disinfecting was 
fast getting beyond the powers of 
the Sanitary Staff to effectively deal 
with; the Chinese were opposing our 
operations in every possible way and io 
nene more so than by their unwillingness 
to work, and constant panic and fright 
when at work. The Commitiee were of- 
fering $3 to $4 a duy per man for coolie 
labour and cowli not got it at that. 

The ready aasont of His Mxcelloncy the 
Mojor-General to the’ employment of the 
auldiers in the work of house cleaning, the 
most dangerous and most dificult work 
that had to be dona, afforded instant relief 
to thy Committee, nct moroly by supply- 
ing hands to do the work but by shewing 
the Clineso that we were practically indo- 
pendent of them aud that their ill-will aod 
opposition was entiraly ineffective, From 
(he moment the agldiere appeared in tho 
field opposition waa practically at an end, 
and day by day the dificulty of gotting In- 
bourers and the cost of labour decrvased, 
although the disensa increasoi on us uitil 
the cases numbered aearly 16U a day. 

To His Excellency the Major-General, 
therefore, wa feel deeply indebted and desire 


ly recognizing the gravity of the situation 
and for his willingness to take on himself 
so grava a redpousibuity aa war involved 
im the permission he gave tie officers and 
tun of the Garrison to volunteer. 

To the officars and men who volunteered, 
whether frum the Shrupshire Light Infant 
try or frum the R. K. and other corps in 
Garrison, wo owe » deopdobt of gratitude. 
The work was as dangerous as any a aolidior 
is at any time called on to face, und far 
moro disagreeable. Every officer and man 
took hia hiv in bis naud and risked it, 
Bight Officors and 300 N.-C. Offieura and 
men of the Regiment volunteared, Tho 
vfficura wore on duty six hours out of every 
twenty-fouron the plagae work, boside - nt 
tendng to the ordinury regimental and 
garrison duties; the N.-U, offiosrs and moa 
for threo hours daily only. Jn the earlicet 
stage of the operatione the men put their 
own bands to the work ; in tho later stages 
they only auperintended gangs of coolias, 
bat ot all times they had to work in the 
midst of the most horrible filuh, Over 
70U0 tons of rabbish and dirt was removed 
fiom the city by their exertions, The 
Committee have no hesitatiun in saying 
that but for the help received from the 
military the work could not hava been dona 
at all, aud the Qommuttee are still of 
opinion that to the thorough cleansing and 
disinfecting of tho houses in waich plague 
eases bad occurred they owe the apecdy 
stamping out of the plague. Four Colour- 
Sergeants, 62 other N,-C. efticora and 
440 privates wero at differeot times 
employed on the plague work, the aver- 
age being 313 8 dey, The other officers 
of the Regiment volunteored as re- 


quired to relieve their comrades or give 
extra assistance, and Colonel Rubinson, the 
the Commanding Offeer, gave the Com- 
mittee moat validable assistance, taking an 
active part in tho work himeelf at all bours 
of the day, and superinteuding and on- 
couraying his mena, and aiding the Com- 
mitteo by his auggeatiuns end advice. 

To the Deputy Assistant Adjutant 
General, Colonel Jerrard, the Committee 
desires to express ite hearty thanks. .He 
did everything in bis power, by personal 
interviews and otherwise, to facilitate the 
transaction of business, and to help the 
Committee to every man the military autho- 
rities could spare. 

From the Medigal Staff, the Committce 
hod the invalosble aid ‘and assistance of 
Surgeon-Major James, already acknow- 
Jedgod ; and from the Medioal Staff Corps, 
two privates wera lent, volunteers also, 
who did duty as Wardmastera to the groat 
aatiafaction of the Colonial Surgeon. From 
the Royal Artillery the Committee hed 
one shost useful voluntesr, Sargeant Smith, 
who, aq sterard in the Hospitel,. did i.

A FUTURE STATESMAN ON 
ASIATIC POLITICS .* 

Few books hava been published undor 
more favourable conditions than the latest 
production of the Hon. Gaorge Curzon’s pen, 
At the presont time the eyes of the civilised 


world are tamed towards Korea, where a 
contest for supremacy is taking place 
betwoon Ohina and Japan. Mr Curzon is 
singularly well-ftied to perform his presont 
task, whieh is to discuss the political, social 
and econsmic conditions af the kingdoms 
We 
say this without committing ourselves to 
all the deductions he arrives at. 
yet a young man, comparatively apeaking, 
the Member for Southport was marked ou! 
several yoara ago for high official rank in 
the Conservative party, a party which is 
fortunate in possessing a generation of able 
young won fitted almost alroady to take up 


the official duties that can scarcely, in the 
next Conservative Administration, be 
allotted to tha rigid, straight-laced high- 
and-dry Tories of the old-fashioned typo. 
It is to Britain in Asia Mr Curzon haa 
devoted the last ten years of his lifo. 
‘India o British posseasion’ ia the pivot of 
the author’s opinians on politica in Asia. 
All he has written is directed to expose the 
dangers to which India lies open, from 
Rassian intrigue chiéfly, but also iu the 
general trend of Asiatic politics. ‘Problems 
of the Far East,’ therefore, ia a political 
book, but far from being heavy or unin- 
tercvating, and wacan safely say it ia one 
of the most ontrancing books of this descrip- 
tion it has been our good fortune to read, 


JAPAN. 

Only a amall portion of the book is 
devoted to the Land of the Rising Sun. 
So much has altéady been written about 
Japan, what Mr Curzon takes it forgranied 
tha British, public knows onough to form ap 
eorrest cohception of the country, its 
people and its national charactoristica. 
‘Japan ond the Powers,’ one of the two 
chapters devoted to Japan, consists, almost 
entirely, of a discussion of the subject of 
Treaty Revision. After stating the case 
for Japan, he saya :— 

*The merchants, on the other hand, for 
whom the Powera, through their Ministore, 
are the official spokesmen, are not parti- 
eularly keen about tha opening up of the 
country, in which they do not see the 
} prospect of great mercantile advantage to 
themselves; they are aversa to the condi- 
tions under which they hold and in the 
Settlements (as tha result of a covenant 
with the Japanese Guvernment) being 
altered or assimilated to native custom 
without their consent ; and they aro gen- 
uinely alarmed at the proposed abnlition of 
Conaular jurisdiction and the settlement of 
al} cases, in which they may be concerned 
as Jitigants, in Jopsnesa courts and bofore 
Japanese judges, They point to the 
admitted facts that the reorganised courts 
lave mot been long established, and that 
the Bench, though occupied by Japanese 
who have been partially educated in Wos- 
tern Universities, lacka alike the tradition 
and the distinction of European Judi- 
ciariea. They contend that miscarriage of 
justice would result, in the main from the 
ignorance, sometimes, perhaps, from the 
prejudice, of native judges. They fear 
the risk pod complexity of procesaea 
before a strange court in a strange language ; 
and they resent the possible subjection of 
their lives and homes to the domiciliary 
visits of native policemen. Moreover, they 
have a well-founded distrust, not morely 
of the administration of the Japanese law, 
bat of the law itself, particularly in such 
pointe aa the law of evidence and the laws 
of contract, which are interpreted in Japan 
ina manner little in harmony with Euo- 
pean ideas. Finally, they can point in 
support of their olarma to tho conatant dip- 
lomatic troubles arising out of “ miscarriage 


and principalities of the Far East. 


of justice ” in the small independent States’ 


of the New World. Some of their papors 
publish very wild and silly articlea about 
the inherent incspacity of the Japaneas for 
the exercise of judicial authority of any 
kind although I suspect that many of the 
Britigh merchante who may be ingolred 
as litigants in the courts of the petty South 
American Hepublica would not so very 
groatly object ta s changa of venus to the 
}modern Japan. But though these more 
extravagant diatribes may be disregarded, 
there is undoubtedly a solid substratum of 
truth in the apprehensions of tha fareign 
trading community, and spy attempt to 
precipitate too hasty a solution might in- 
volve tho Japaneso Government itself in 
difficulties which it bad not contemplated,’ 

His closing remarks ars :-- . 

‘Groat Britain yemaing ag aho has. all 
slang bepn, the pivot,of the situation—no 
glight proof of her commanding influence 
on tho destinies of distant Asis, If the ne- 
gotiations ba conducted between the two Go- 
vernments on the basis of a fair and propor- 
tionate exobange, there should ba vo inaur- 
mountable barrier to an amicable olution,’

dwindling resources of national wealth and 
independance.’ 
THE POLITIOAL FUTORE OF KOREA. 

In the chapter on ‘ the political futuro of 

| Korea,’ Mr Curzon placas before the public 
what might be termed the Britiah states- 
man’s view of the potentialities of Koren as 
a factor in Far. Eastern polities, To dia- 
cuss this subject is to expose the illogical 
natura of China’s auzarainty in the Ponin- 
aula. Treaties have been made between 
Korea and the Powers, but, at the instiga- 
tion of China, which fesred, no doubt, the 
lopping off of one more of her tutvlary 
States, the King of Koreas transmitted to 
the Treaty Powers a despatch in which 
he ocknowledged boing a tributary of 
Chins, ‘but in regard to internal 
administration and foreign intercourse 
enjoys complete independence.’ Britain 
appears to have faroured QOhina’s pre- 
tensions as suzerain. When she agreed 
to'give up Port Hamilton, she obtained a 
gusrantee from China thatthatcountry would 
never allow Russia or any other foreign 
Power to occupy Korean territory. Pro- 
vided China can be depended on to fulfil 
hor guarantoo, this was on important pre- 
caution to take. Bub Runsia is gradually 
circumventing Ohina, and as soon as the 
present straggle is concluded, the Western 
Powers may have to take action to pre. 
vent pn extension of Ruasian influences in 
Korea. Of Britain’a interests in Korea, 
Mr Curzon writes:— 
_ ‘The primary interest of Groat Britsia 
in Korea is as a markat for an already con~ 
siderable trade. Of far greater moment, 
howaver, is the secondary and contingont 
interest arisirg out of the political future, 
A country so well provided with harbours 
which could both aupply and shelter great 
flotillas, and ao richip andowed with many 
potential sources of wealth, might involve 
a serious menace to British commerce and 
interests throughout the China seas, and 
even in tha Pacifio Ooonn, if held by a 
hostile State, A Ruasian port and fest, 
for instance, in the Gulf of Pachili would, 
in time of wat, constitute os formidable a 
danger to British shipping in the Yellow 
Sen as they would to the metropolitan pro- 
vince and the capital of China, Permanent 
Russian squadrons at Port Lozareff and 
‘Fosai would convort hor ‘inte the 
greatest naval Power in the Pacific. Tho 
balance of power in the Far East would be 
seriously jeopardised, if not absolutely 
overturned, by auch o development; and 
England ia prohibited alike by her Imperial 
objects and her commercial needa from 
lending ber aanction to apy such issue.’ 

Mr Curzon is convinced that, whatever 
the issue sf the present conflict, Corea’s 
best chance lics im close friendship with 
China = 

*Shois confronted with the il-euppressed 
cupidity of Russia, the prodigious latent 
force of China, the jealous and vainglorious 
interest of Japan, . y own con- 
viction ia that the only hope of continuad 
national existence for Qurea lies in the 
convection with China, which history, po- 
lioy, and nature comibine to recommend, 
and which offers, in addition, the sole 
guarantee for the recovery and preservation 
of pease. China has kept her alive for 600 
years, aad the shadow of Chios in the bagk- 
ground has been the one stable element in 
the dissolving view of hey Lilliputian 
politica.’
